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gap between now and a period two to four years from now 
when computer security technology will be more advanced. 

The new DoD Regulation 5200.28, Security Requirements 
for Automatic Data Processing (ADP) Systems, as well as 
the manual of Techniques and Procedures for Implementing, 
Deactivating, Testing and Evaluating Secure Resource 
Sharing ADP Systems, was mentioned. General Taylor sug- 
gested that the members review this manual and determine 
if it satisfies the purpose of the computer security pro- 
cedures handbook study. The Computer Security Subcommittee 
plans to prepare a policy paper on computer security for 
USIB which will be equally applicable to compartmented and 
non-compartmented situations. General Taylor noted that 
these developments and others that are going on will have 
a bearing on IHC actions.
